Have Narrow Escape. 
Louisville, Ky., Jan. 4.—St. Cather­ 
ine’s academy, a Catholic school for 
girls located near Springfield, Ky., 
burned to the ground early Sunday. 
There ware no fatalities. 
The loss is 
about $2tK).0O0. The fire was discover­ 
ed by Miss May Curry, a cripple, and 
one of the sisters ran a mile In her 
bare feet and clad only in a night 
dress to give the alarm at St. Rose’s, 
a boys’ school.

Broken Rail Precipitated Coach Down 
Eighty-Pcot Embankment, 
Baltimore, Md., Jan. 4.—A broken 
rail caused the derailment cf three
